The re- 
eent order-in-council dealing with cer- 
tain officials of the Marine Depart- 
ment was rémarkable for what it ig- 
arte and what it declined to deal 
with. 

Hf ever a Government waa put clear- 
ly in default it was by the Courtney 
report, yet the Marine Department, 
he said, only had the courage to go 
aheed to “prevent the deterioration of 
whatever character it has left." He 
would have thought that Sir Fred- 
erick Borden would feel ashamed ta 
hold back, “‘when the marine are.go- 
ing to the front.” Wasa there a de- 
sire to learn the truth when the Cas- 
sels’ commission was appointed?

New Ontario Act Will Discriminate 
“* Against Some Bequests, 

Toronto, April 2.—Yesterday after

a resolution to introduce by the 
-Provincial Treasurer a bill respecting 
jecmence — The aes be

“cent. on bequests to individuals, and 
5 per cent. on bequests over $1,200,- 
000. This surtax will be in addition 
40 5 per cent. requiréd-under ordianry 
circumstances. 

Hon. A. G. MacKay wanted the act 
so amended that estates up to $50,000 
going to brothers and sisters would 

tree of duty. He claimed that 
they are as close as grandfathers, 
grandmothers, father or mother. 

The Premier stated this was under 
consideration. : 

D. J. McDougal advocated a sliding 
scale of duties, under which disputes 
on estates within the assessment zone 
would be obviated. If the estate was 
valued at $49,999, it- would escape 
taxation, but if $50,000 it would’ pay 
duty on the whole amount.

The! distinguished son of a very 
distinguished father is Lord Guthrie, 
who presided over the famous Stir- 
ling” divorce case.

The Union Jack 
was always in evidence, and I pur- 
posely emphasized the fact that I 
was a British official returning to.a 
British colony of what had 
become a cl route. To this I 
attribute the success of my journey. 

“From the very first I had con- 
tinual trouble with the negroes and’ 
Arabs accompanying me. 
always fighting among. themselves, 
and I had constantly to be = as 
peacemaker. The constant fear of at- 
tack, combined with the physical dif- 
ficulties, made the journey. an anx- 
fous one, and I do not think that 
from begining to end I got more than 
half an hour's Spr d at a time, 

Tripoli the journey across 

the desert to Fezzan was over moun- 
tdéinous country, inhabited only by, 
nomad bands, who welcomed any 
caravan aa legitimate booty. While 
we were going through a high Turkish 
official returning to the coast. from 
Fezzan was. murdered, simply be- 
cause he had with him a box sup- 
posed to contain treasures. We had 
great difficulties with the water sup- 
ply, owing to the presence of large 
quantities of sulebur which brought 
about speedy pyitrefaction. 
“The first place of any: importance 
was Murzuk. The town was full of 
Turkish political exiles, including 45 
Bulgarian prisoners,-who were all 
herded together in one \cell in the 


prison. All’ have been released since 


the Turkish constitution haa been 
granted. T remained a month at Mur- 
zuk, being delayed by the difficulty 
T experjenced in getting together a 
eeravan Yor what was the most diffi- 
cult and ‘most dreaded, part of the 
journey. Even the traders feared this 
route owing to the scarcity of wator 
and the presence of marauding bands 
of Tuareg and Tebus. 

“The whole region between Tripoli 
and Maurzuk was studded. with ruins 
of ancient, towns — probably Roman 
remains—including castles and monu- 
ments, All the way to Murzuk I 
was accompanied’ by Major "Djam 
Bey, the governor /of Ghat. throug! 
whose influence I was eble more 
closely to atudy some of the other- 
wise unapproachle religious sects. 

“As soon 28 we left Murzuk I be- 
came aware that we were being fol- 
lowed by Tuareg. We saw their fires 
at nicht, and had to take most riror- 
ons measures egainst surprise. One 
night they made two attacks on the 
eamp. but were driven off. On the 
folowing day. we had a regular fight 
from, 10 in the; morning till sunset 
with » btnd of masked-Tuareg.

New Artificial Stone. 

According to the Denver Post, a mar- 
bie-like material, declared to be a great 
advance over other artifical stone, is 
now miade from the waste slag of blast 
furnaces mixed with a ilttle ime. The 
slag is crashed and powdered, one-ser- 
enth part of quicklime {s added, and 
the mass, made into a paste with wa- 
ter, is pressed into molds of metal. 
The blocks so formed on drying have 
the consistency of chalk. ‘They are 
Placed in tron ¢ylinders from which 
the air is pumped ‘out ‘and then’ re- 
placed with carbonic gcid, and after

mass into a rock of great hardness.

Rules For Militia. 

Ottawa, April 10.—Militia orders 
announce that to be eligible for pro- 
motion to the renk of brigadier-gen- 
eral (temporary) one must be among 
the. first six officers on the seniority 
list, member of the militia council, or 
in charge of a. command. 

For promotion to colonel, the first 
30 lieutenant-colonels are eligible, 
who must have ast least 20 years’ con- 
tinuous or 25 yeers’ non-continuous 
service, and must pass a- practical 
qualifying examination. Also eligible 
are members of the militia council, 
those with a command, or in com- 
ijand of a first-class district, or 
a brigade, or hold other rank which 
the Minister of Militia may hold 
equal. = .

Mushrooms. | 

There are several popular tests of the 
edibility of mushrooms which are not 
at all rellable, Ths commonest of 
these consists {n putting a silver spoon 
or coln Into the sa It is very 
often believed that unless the metal 
grows black the mushrooms may safe- 
jy be eaten. The test, however, is ab- 

* solutely unreliable, the sole reason for 
the blackening of the metal being the 
presence of sulphureous gases, the prod- 
uct of the decomposition !n stale fungi, 
whether poisonous or not.

On 
the other band, {t {s true that many 
polsonous yaricties have a very” repul- 
sive smell, which of Itself fs sufficient 
to warn the mushroom gatherer of his 
peril. There seems to. be only two 
ways, after all, of distinguishing be- 
tween barmful and harmless fungi. 
‘The first Is to study.the subject from 
the botanist’s point of view. This is 
not possiblo for the ordinary man, who 
can always and everywhere rely upon 
the experimental method ff all else 
falls, “Eat it,”- sald the boy philoso- 
pher.

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England Has Given Many Writers 
Government Jobs. 


When Robert- Burns,;the one hun- 
dred and fiftieth anniversary. of whose 
birth was celebrated on the 25th day 
of last month, was driven by the ex- 
penses due to an increasing family to 
apply for a Government it he 
ought himself fortunate in obtaining 
the billet of exciseman. Not that he 
was-blind to the disadvantages of the 
position, ‘ 

“The worst circumstance,” he wrote, 
“is that the excise division which I 
have got is so extensive—no less than 
ten parishes to ride over+and that it 
abounds, besides, with so much busi- 
ness that I can oly steal a spare 
moment.” + In return for the strenu- 
ous and almost unceasing toil involv- 
ed in his official duties the reward 
was $250 a year. 

From the very dawn of English lit- 
erature the state has not been averse 
to show itself the patron of literary 
merit, and this apart from the laure- 
ateship, honorable but meanly paid. 
Chaucer held many offices about the 
court and under Government, and was 
more actively engaged in public af- 
fuirs ‘than any poet of celebrity since 
his time. It is troe that he started 
in sufficiently lowly fashion. A pein 
ed comptroller of the Custom of Wool, 
Skin, und Leather in the port of Lon- 
don, he was obliged to keep the books 
and fill fn commercial documents with 
his own hand. : 

Better times were in store for the 
father of English literature.. In due 
course he was promoted to be comp- 
troller of Petty- Customs, and more 
than once took a distinguished. share 
in embassies and other diplomatic 

issions, * 

Chauoer’s firat great literary succes- 
sor, Edmund Spencer, attained to an 
eminent position in the Court of Chan- 
cery.

Constantinople, April 20.—The most 
important feature of the situation in 
the Turkish capital yesterday was the 
report that Sultan Abdul-Hamid had 


abdicated. < 

It caused the greatest excitement in 
the lobbies of Parliament and spread 
with lightning-like rapidity through- 
out the city. 

A rumor of the flight of the Sultan 
on a warship followed closely on that 
of his abdication, .but neither 
be confirmed. ‘ 

At the embassies all knowledge of 
the Sultan’s movements was denied, 
and the Foreign Office also gave a 
strong denial to one and all of these 
rumors, . 

The abdication of Abdul-Hamid, 
however, appears’ not to be improb- 
able, an it is believed that within a 
day or two the constitutionalists may 
accept as hia successor J'rince Yuss 
of Izzedin, the eldest son of the late 
Sultan, who is second in line, as they 
ate strongly displeased with Abdul 
Hamid’s attitude. 

The concensus of opinion is that if 
the dbdication of the. Sultan is 
brought about, his overthrow and the 
proclamation of his successor will 
be accomplished peacefully. Many 
Turkish families in the Stamboul 
quarter are removing to abodes of 
greater safety, but in general the peo- 
i ple, though fearful of coming events, 

are awaiting them philosophically 

and with resignation.

Whip half-a pint of cream till stiff, 
add two tablespoonfuls of powdered 
sugar and half a teaspoonful of va- 
nila. Hare your dish standing fn ice 
water while beating, Add the gelatin 
and beat till it is set. Pour It into the 
sponge cake mold and sct in ice chest 
till needed. *.

But this was 
for old books, and the prices secured 
were ridiculed as bargain rates for 
old stock and unobtainable later.

Niagara-on-the-Lake, April 21.—The 
situation here is alarming. The en- 
tire area around the docks is under 
water, which is 27 feet above normal.

¥ Elliott’s boarding-house. 

If the same rate of rise of the water 
keeps on there will be a torrent 200 
feet wide following the same channel.

Toronto “Foreigner Hacked to 
Death With Hatchet. - 


Man With Bloodstains on His Cloth-

With what appears to be fresh 
bloddstains on his coat, overalls and 
shirt, Palla Stefoff, an unemployed 
Macedonian, living in the same 
house, is held by the police on the 
tentative charge ef being a “material 
wi 


Stefoff tells of Roding.the body and 
his story is not altogether satisfactory 
to the police. 

Simoff, who was a married man 
with a wife and child in Europe, left 
his work at 7 o'clock. Three other 
Macedonians left with him. One of 
these rode to his home in Trinity 
stréet, while the others says that they 
walked with Simoff to the corner of 
Front and West Market street, when 
Simoff left them to go north to King 
street to buy honey. 

Here Palla Stefoff takes up the 
tale. He says that he got up at 6 
o'clock and set out in search of work. 
He went to the C.N.R. freight sheds 
and to Kemp’s works. He did not 
goin, but asked some Macedonians 
whom he saw outside. He then went 
back to the house about 8.30, buying 
Meat and groceries 6n.the way. 

He found the back door, by which 
he had gone out, locked. He entered 
by the front door and on his way to 
the basement where he rooms with his 
brother, when in the. half light, he 
saw the legs of a man. He did not 
know, he says, whether the man was 
dead or drunk, but. was afraid and 






rushed to the street and there met 
George Bailey, whom he told that a 
-man had been killed. . 


Bailey got P. C. Forbes in King 
street. They found Simoff’a body with 
the head at the bottom of thw stairs, 
battered almost beyond recognition. 
On the floor was a pool of blood and 
brains and blood was spattered on the 
wall to a height of four fect.

Bacon declared that to- 
bacco “hath power to» lighten the 
body and shake off uneasiness.” and 
Isaac Newton elaborated his theory 
of gravitation over countless pipes of 
tobacco. Dear old Izaak Walton 
smoked while he angled, and went to 
the extreme of arguing that tobacco 
made an” excellent substitute or 


«Bismarck was an inveterate smoker. 
At Ronlgprats’ finding his supply. of 
cigars uced to one, he carefully 
saved it throughout the battle, look- 
ing forward to the hour of victory 
when he could enjoy it: While look- 
ing over the field after the fight he 
came across a soldier lying wounded 
and helpless. Having:nothing in the 
way vf refreshments about his person, 
he placed his cigar between the 
soldier’s teeth and applied a match 
poor elloerst ceraietal amie’? he 
poor fellow’s Hs 
wrote. “I never enjoyed a cigar-so 
much as that one which I did* not 
smoke.” 

Emerson was an incessant smoker. 
and so was Carlyle, who described 
tol as “one of the divinest bene- 
file that has ever come to the human 
race."’ These two philosophers spent 
many evenings smoking = 

Oliver Wendell Holmes worshipped 
his pipe, and Darwin maintained 
that nothing soothed him more after 
a hard day’s work than a cigarette. 
Robert Louis Stevenson dictated his 
delightful children’s poetry with a 
cigarette betweeh: his teeth. Alphonse 
Daudet, “the. Prench Dickens,” said: 
“In writing I have always found my 

city for work diminish as the 
tobacco in my pipe burns lower and 
lower.” Our own Mark Twain is a 
notorious smoker, being equally fond 
of his pipe and his cigar. 
Rudyard Kipling is an inveterate 
smoker, and his own sentiments are 
reflected in the concluding lines of 
his “Betrothed”: 
“Light me another Cuba; F 

I hold to my first-sworn vows, 
If_ Maggie will have no rival, 

T'll have no Magrie for spouse.” 
Barrie's ‘‘My Lady Nicotine’ is 
considered the best book on the 
philosophy of smoking, and is a last- 
ing testimonial of that talented writ- 
er’s love for weed. 

Pope Pius IX was a smoker and 
Pope Leo XIII took snuff. 

The names of prominent Ameri- 
cans who smoke would scem like a 
complete list of American celebrities 
—minus the present chief executive 
of the nation; and Theodore jr., from 
present indications, will consume 
enough tobacco during his lifetime to 
cep the family name square with 
“My Lady Nicotine:"—Carl Werner, 
in The Bohemian Magazine for Feb-

t. Constantinople, April. 26.—Sultan 
Abdul Hamid is a pr 
er in the hands of the constitutional- 
ists, who took: the capital city after 
‘hours of fierce fighting in the streets 
and st the various barracks Saturday. 
;. Fully 1,000 men were killed in the 
battle and of the 5,000 loyal soldiers 
not one remains—al! are either dead, 
wounded, prisoners or in flight. 

It was a desperate combat for 
hours, but the superior discipline of 
the young Turks forces prevailed and 
by 1 o'clock in the afternoon the bat- 
tle which began at daybreak was over 
and the constitutionalists were su- 


preme. 

Abdul Hamid yielded himself to the. 
constitutionalists at 4 o'clock, but 
whether his surrender was with or 
be tenes conditions .was not announc- 


Several foreignera were wounded. 
Among them is Frederick Moore of 
The New York Sun, who was shot in 

ie neck. Another Americah corre- 
spondent, named Booth, was slightly 
wounded in the head, 

Field guns, heavy artillery and ma- 
chine guns were used by both sides 
and at some of the local barracks, not- 
ably Tasch Kischia, the Constanti- 
nople troops put up a resolute de- 
fence. No mercy was shown to the 
troops who led in the uprising of 
April 14.

The bar- 
tacks twenty minutes Jater were rush- 
ed by the invading troops, and there 
wes hend-to-hand Sighting in the bar- 
racks and the cemetery behind the 
structure. : 

Perhaps the most remarkable fen- 
ture of the attack upon the city was 
the great number of people of all na- 
tionalities, including many European 
women, who thronged the strects im- 
mediately outside of the zone of fire. 

Everybody showed that confidence 
had been inspired by the discipline, 
valor and friendly courtesy of the in- 
vading troops, particularly the gen- 
darmes of Saloniki. 

At noon the battle ceased, and pre- 
caution: measures were immediate- 
ly taken by those upon whom victory 
had rested to insure the safety of the 
residents. General satisfaction seem- 
ed to be felt at the swift change from 
uncertainty to constitutional order, 

The number of casualties probabl 
never will be known, but it is esti- 
mated far into the thousands. Around 
the Taxim Barracks alone it is be- 
lieved thousands fell. The private 
houses within the line of fire suffered 
greatly. i 

In the pockets of some of the dead 
were found large sums of money in 
gold, which, it is assumed, was part 
of the ree of their loyalty. 

Should the Sultan remain in office, 
it will merely be in a nominal way. 
His allowance will be greatly restrict. 
ed, he will haye no means for 
further agitation should his mind 
turn again in this direction.

! of the sun can possibly bappen, as the 
moon is smaller than the sun. * 
{ A self luminous body, like the sun,

the space immediately bebind it, and a 
ahadow fs thrown a certain distance 
‘in that direction.

The dead man had been boarding 
at the Workingman’s Home, 59 Fred- 
erick street, for the past two weeks 
and wes employed ‘by a local con- 
tracting firm. His employers and nc- 
quaintances all speak well of him. 
He was not known as a drinking man. 

Oliver was not noticeably intoxicat- 
ed when arrested, but he has a crim- 
inal record, having gotten out of the 
Central Prison July 9 last year after 
serving a term for assault. He has 
been living at 129 Elm street, corner 
of University avenue, over » China- 
man’s shop. 

The operation disclosed a fracture 
of Gordon's skull and severe injuries 
to aoe brain in the right vault of the 
head.

Ontario's Former Premier Thinks Pro- | 
vision Should Be Made for_Instruc- | 
tion In Seamanship and Naviga- 
tlon With Z View to the Develop- | 
ment of Shipping Interests and | 
the Protection of Commerce, : 

Ottawa, April 28.—In the Senate 


yesterday, Hon. G, W. Ross moved a 
resolution that “In the opinion of 


ihe Senate, liberal provision should 
‘be made at once for the instruction 


of Canadian mariners in sermanship 
und navigation, with'a view to the 
development of the shipping interests 
of Canada, and, if need be, the pro- 
tection of Canadian commerce in 
constal waters and on the high seas.’’ 

Senxtor Ross said he wished to call 
attentién to the inadequate education 
now provided in Canada for seamen, 
Canada was spending about seven mil. 
lions a year on military training. We 
should halt and. consider what ¢an 
usefully be done for the education 
of Canadian sea forces. As fur as he 
could ascertain not a thousand dollars 
a yeur was being spent on naval mat- 
ters. The number of ships of Cana- 
dian register had declined in the last 

yeara, which wag natural if men 
were not trained ta man the ships. 
The number of ships of Canadian re- 
gister was now 7,523, having « value 
of about 20 million dollars, which 
value was greatly increased when car- 
goes were added. They carried many 
valuable lives in passengers and 
crews, 

With the exception of Great Bri- 
tain, Canada had the greatest nom- 
ber of fishermen of any country in 
the world, enrolling last year 71,254, 
or half the number of men required 
to man the British navy, and three 
times a8 many as were on the Amer- 
iean fleets during the Spanish-Ameri- 


war, 

Sir Richard. Cartwright pointed out 
that the carrying, out of the resola- 
tion- would envolve a large i- 
ture of public money and should have 
serious consideration. The question 
was now under the consideration of 
the Canadian Government, which 
pro to consult-with the Imperial 
authorities as to the best manner in 
which Canada could give naval aid, 

Senator G. W. Ross accepted the 
suggestion of Sir Richard Cartwright 
and withdrew the resolution. -

Only the Attorney-Geheral in per- 
son can apply to the judges at Os- 
roole Hall for this document. He 
Topresents the presence and testimony 
of the witness to be absolutely neces- 
Srry_in the interests of justice. Re- 
{asrl to obey such a summons is’ 
stated to be a “‘very rept pro- 
ceeding.” The penalty lies with the 
judges KR the subpoena. The 
Procedure is possible under the gen- 
eral’ clause which makes English 
criminal law as it was in 1790 the law 
of Canada in all points not excepted 
or otherwise provided for by Cana- 
dian Jaw. 

Of course, Mr. Lynch-Staunton will 
endeavor to dig up more technicali- 
ties and it is not unlikely will seek 
refuge ‘in a writ of habeas corpus. 
But if so, the legal talent at the dis- 
posal of the crown can be trusted to 
some way out of that difficulty. 

So that Miss: Kinrade’s presence in 
Hamilton on Monday seems assured. 
But whether it will result in volumin- 
ous reports in the newspapers is not 
so certain.
